“It is one of the remarkable things 
about this country, that in spite of 
the extraordinary exposure to cold, 
no Mie ever gets pneumonia . . . . the 
climate, despite tie eigers,.is an ex- 
cellent one for good health. 

“On December 2ist the sun at Pang- 
nirtung just shows as a red rita, and 
then sinks again. This is the short- 
eat day. However, deapite the fact 
that the sun is below the horizon, 
there {s still enough twilight to en- 
able nus to travel.for a few hours. 

“Conversely, in the summer time on 
June 2ist the sun does not set at all. 
Here at Pond's Inlet, which is consid- 
erably farther north than in Pang- 
nirtung, the sun did not set from May 
20th till July 25th—round and round 
in the sky it travelled in an endless 
orbit. During the day the sun fs 
quite near and its rays are hot, At 
night, although it still shines, it Is 
on the other side of the earth, so the 
heat emanating from it is negligible. 

“This would be an ideal country 
for a sun-worshiper. It is a great 
sight to see the returning ‘friend’ in 
the winter and although it is only a 
red disc without heat it brings pro- 
mise of sunnier and warmer days to 
come. . 

“The Eskimos have an apt and im- 
pressive terminolosy for their sea- 
sons. They do not jump abruptly 
from one season to another, but in- 
stead intervene a ‘makings of a sea- 
gon’ between, The ‘makings of 
Spring’ is a splendid time of year— 
that is when the sun rises higher and 
higher in the heavens and develops 
signs of being a centre of heat. The 
young seals are being born in ‘their 
cosy igloos and the older seals are 
coming up through their holes in the 
ice to sun themselves. Here and 
there along the land, snow is melting 
isufficiently to form small rivulets. 
This is the time of year for travelling, 
and it-is a joy indeed. Dogfeed is 
plentiful—young seals on the ice 
days are long and warm and the 
bone-runners of the kKomatik run 
easily over the snow.

Chicken three times @-day is the 
usual diet prepared by the cooks, most 
of whom are Chinese. Rutining a 
household in the j ngle, or even in one 
‘af the sea-coast cities, is no easy task, 
Each morning the cook inquires how 
many are expected for dinner, and 
asks for a certain amount of money for 
his shopping. Rarely is there any 
change, If the employer objects and 
tries to do the shopping himself, there 
is an astonishing increase in prices, so 
that, in the end, it is cheaper to let 
the cook get his rake-off. In the jun- 
gle, though hundreds of chickens are 
kept in the coops, there are never any 
eggs, for they are part of the cook’s 
graft, and must be purchased back 
from him. Sometimes the cook helps 
out his private income by selling the 
same chicken, several times before 
they are eventually eaten. 

On a fishing trip with a Malay boy, 
the youngster carried twenty or more 
small rods, about two,feet long, to a 
rice field, and stuck them among the 
growing grain with the baited hooks 
in the swamp below.

He found a plant in Malaya that 
folds up its branches, closes its flow- 
ers, and lies flat on the ground if you 
touch it or even breathe ‘upon it, 
though it will stand up in the face of 
a brisk wind. A buffalo feeding at the 
edge of a patch will make the whole 
fleld lie down. 

He met a Malay bird about the size 
of a hen that lays an egg almost as 
big as itself, buries it in a shallow: 
hole, covered with twigs ,and when the 
egg hatches the chick files out, to a 
tree top, for ite wings and feathers 
are fully formed within the shell. 

Occasionally alittle band of wild 
elephants was met, or usually when 
the almost daily rains drowned out 
the noise of approach, some other ant- 
mal would be seen, but such sights 
were rare.

On ordinary sur- 
veying it is often possible to run lines 
of a mile or more at a time, and in the 
Western States the Government sur- 
veyors, working on mountain tops, 
have run lines more than 150 miles 
long. But in the jungle the vegeta- 
tion is so thick that a site of a hun- 
dred yards is often difficult, and be- 
cause of the incessant hacking of the 
vines and bamboo to clear the path, a 
quarter of a mile is a good day's 
work, 

Malays were used in the surveying 
party, but when the actual bullding of 
the railbed started, Chinese coolies;

Destroying Their Dispatch 
Transport by air, however, is con- 
sidered by the Foreign Office to be 
rather dangerous for such documents 
as treaties bearing valuable signa- 
tures which it- would be difficult, or 
perhaps impossible, to replace, and 
King’s Messengers bearing such 

papers always travel by train. 
It is the proud boast of the Foreign 


authorized -hands. 
Many Messengers have been way- 
laid, a number of them have been mur- 


ives of the Foreign Office that in every 
case the Messenger has been able to 
destroy his dispatches. 

Very secret documents are typed on 
special tissue paper manufactured for 
the Foreign Office.

Two-thirds of them are always on mis- 
sions abroad, Once a year they are

Others like them are seen inside, 
writes the contributor to this article 
in the weekly Scotsman. 
“The torch (which is indispensable 
for a proper examination) shows that 
the passage ends in a more spacious 
apartment running at right angles 
underground. The right hand branch 
is short, but the other extends far off 
into the gloom. Here the roof is com- 
posed partly of lintels like the pas- 
sage, but largely of dry stone arch- 
ing. The total length is found to be 
about 50 feet, the neight being rather 
over 6 feet and the breadth somewhat 
less, Cupboard-like openings are no- 
ticed here and there in the wall. Al- 
though of necessity absolutely dark 
the structure is comparatively dry. 

When and by whom was this sin- 
gular dwelling constructed? Its origin- 
al discovery in modern times was in 
1869. Much of the roof had by then 
fallen in, and to repairs made at that 
time we owe the arched roofing, the 
lintels being the original. Such earth 
houses or “yirds” are not altogether 
uncommon, and Pennant noted o 
other in Midlothian, near Middleton, 
which appears to have been of similar 
construction. Such\dwellings are not 
strictly of prehistorie“origin, for it 
is assumed that their \ construction 
and use were at least not ‘earlier than 
the Roman occupation, and in remote 
parts of the country they appear to 
have been used until comparatively re- 
cent times. Obviously of no defensive 
value, their function must have been 
as places of concealment and for 
storage. 
Stones From Roman Fort 

What makes the Crichton example 
of more than usual interest is the 
presence of the seventy-odd - hewn 
stenes referred to. For to the prac- 
tised eye these bear unmistakably the

The site of the earth-house and the 
rising ground in its immediate vicin- 
ity afford wide vistas over the Lothian 
plain and suggest a suitable and 
likely situation for the typical Ro- 
man fort. But no remains can be 
traced, and the recently published 
Report on the Historical Monuments 
in the country confesses failure to dis- 
cover any likely site. A circular 
earthen fort with ditch and rampart 
lying in a beech wood a little to the 
southeast is noted in the report, and 
is clearly visible.

Clean up the Hen House . 

Every hen house.should be cleaned 
before putting inthe pullet crop. A 
good thorough cleaning consists of re- 
moving the litter and all p 
house fixtures, such as mash hoppers, 
drinking fountains and the like, then 
flushing the walls, ceiling, dropping 
boards and floor, scraping loose any 
dirt that may have.a tendency to 
stick.

This will improve the 
a of your hen house, make it 
lighter for the birds and at the 
time help to kill parasites and 

germs. A common practice is} 
to add a pint of disinfectant to a gal-| 
lon of whitewash. Clean, comfortable 
quarters for the pullets go @ long way 
toward increased production during 
the winter months. 


Will Buy Poultry on Grade : 

As a result of a conference of lead- 
ing wholesale buyers and representa- 
tives of the Federal and Provincial 
Governments an agreement has been 
reached on the part of the buyers to 
recognize Government*grades. 

The agreement marks one of the 
most important developments in the 
poultry industry in many years. Just 
what this announcement means to the 
farmers of Canada is indicated by the 
fact that through the simple process 
of crate-feeding and properly finishing 
poultry for market, from 50 to 75 
cents in market value may be added 
to the individual bird. A minimum 
differential of 3c per pound premium 
for all grades in the milk-fed class 
over the corresponding grades in the 
class selected is guaranteed by the 
buyers, and supplementing this will 
definite and substantial price differen- 
tials between grades within classes, 
the differentials increasing substantti- 
ally with each decrease in grade. 

A significant feature of the situa- 
tion is that for the first time on a 
province-wiae basis the premium 
which the consumer readily pays for 
quality in poultry, is passed along to 
the original producer. 

Feeding experts tell us that it costs 
less to put the last pound on a ma- 
ture market bird than it does to raise 
the bird to maturity. It costs from 
7¢ to 8c per pound to raise the bird to 
maturity, and from 3c to 6c per pound 
to crate feed and finish. 

It is further stated that the average 
range bird may be expected without 
finishing to grade “Selected B” while 
by being crate-fed and finished, not 
only is it possible to increase weight 
approximately one pound, but what is 
more important, to raise the market 
grade to “Milk-fed B”or “Milk-fed A.” 
At current prices this means an added 
value per bird of around 75c. 

This whole situation means that 4 
premium will be paid for the better 
quality tird, and that there will be 
very little market demand for small, 
thin and poorly finished birds. There- 
fore it behooves the poultry-raisers to 
make a special effort this year to 
crate feed, properly finish and proper- 
ly kill all birds for market.

All housewives know how soon a 
large bottle of furniture polish will 
disappear when used in the usual way. 
I have found a way of making it last 
much longer.

It can 
sort out dark objects from white, as 
in the case cf coffee beans. It can re- 
cord temperatures In steel blast fur- 
naces. In view of its many talents 
who can blame its parents for predict- 
ing a bright future for it? 

Dr, Irving Langmuir, one of the 
foremost research scientists in the 
country, invented a few years ago & 
tube called thyratron, or the door-tube. 
What this tube promises for the im- 
mediate future is staggering. 

Great as is the quantity of elec- 
tricity we already use, it is small com- 
pared with what we might use. We 
send electricity short distances and 
we burn coal to produce it . The chief 
reason is that it is uneconomical to 
send alternating current over wires 
for longer distances than about 200 
miles. Too much power is wasted, 

Direct current, however, would be 
far more economical to transmit over 
long distances; but virtually all of our 
machinery and lighting systems are 
built for the alternating current. 
What to do? Now the thyratron 
knows how to solve the problem. It 
sits at the end of the line and. con- 
verts the direct current after its many
